may pursue the victim to an un- 
timely end. Meaale* frequently in- 
troduces pneumonia white ticket* 
and malniJtrltlon may make eaay an 
attack of tuberculosli, 

The fatal silent dlieases may 
therefore be scotched In many caaea 




by preveatittg the leaa deadly cont*- 
fluua dlseaie*. Trifling allmeots do 
not alwaya leave the body tree from 
Inildlous scnri that may cauae 
trouble lo later year*. 

Vacation* end, school* liegln, fur- 
nace Are* are lighted, window* go 
down and contagious disease pre- 
valence aurts to rise almoat aimui- 
taneoualy. There must be some re- 
lation belwe(>o these events. At any 
rate plenty of fresh air and aunshlne 
service rendered by the library, 
with neither loo little play nor too 
much work never hurt anybody.
